PLANTING & CARE 


Plant either in full’sun or where. they will receive about 
six hours of sun daily. Reds & some of the other deep 
colors are best planted where they receive some protection 
from the hot sun, such as on the East or North Side of 
shrubbery borders. High drifting shade is fine but avoid 
planting in those densely shaded areas. 


Space plants about two ft. apart. Spread out roots and 
set to a depth so that ground level will be one inch above 
point where roots and foliage meet. 


Mix a handful of bone meal and one or two of sheep 
manure into the soil for each plant when setting. Compost 
is excellent incorporated into the soil. Do not over fertilize. 
Water well until established. If planted in hot weather 
a wise precaution is to shade plant until growth starts. 


Daylilies need a good growing season to become 
well established. The bloom on newly set plants 
may be somewhat off size and off color. Given a 
little time they reward the grower generously year 
after year. 


REGIONAL PERFORMERS 


As daylilies are regional performers it is wise to 
consult growers or your local garden club as to 
which varieties do best in your ‘particular section. 


HARDINESS 


Nearly all varieties are hardy from Canada to Cuba. 
Some have asked if daylilies grown in Florida are hardy 
in the North? “Yes, they are,” as hardiness is inherent 
in the variety and does not depend upon where it is grown. 


RECURRENT BLOOMERS 


~~ Most all varieties we list bloom several times yearly 
here in the South and many will repeat in the North.

GROUP PLANTING 


Due to the high price of some scarce and choice 
daylilies most collectors plant these in special beds 
or devote an entire garden to them. 


However with the advent of good varieties at 
moderate prices the tendency has been to plant them 
generously in clumps or drifts or one color. 


We quote from John V. Watkins, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Horticulture. University of Florida. 


“Daylilies are most effective when grown in 
clumps of three or more plants in the bays of in- 
formal shrubbery borders. Spotting a plant here, 
another there is usually not successful with most 
perennials and especially with daylilies, so clump 
or drift planting is thought to be best.” 

“Tf colors are grouped separately in these drifts, 
perhaps the best effects will be obtained. Thus, day- 
lilies become harmonious color notes of accent in 
front of the deep green of the permanent shrub- 
bery that forms the backdrop of the garden. In 
this method of planting the forms of order known 
as unity, harmony, rhythm and sequence will be 
aah and your garden scheme will be greatly bene- 
fitted.”
